"Where the claims of an application define the same 
essential characteristics of a single disclosed 
embodiment of an invention, restriction therebetween 
should never be required. This is because the cl 
but different definitions of the same disclosed s 
matter, varying in breadth or scope of definition 
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Thus, regardless of whether or not the claims 
classified in different subclasses, and regardless 
burdensomeness of the search required by the 
restriction should not be required where the claims del 
same essential characteristics of a single d 
embodiment. It also should be pointed out that 
claims 14 and 15, and 21 and 22 recited 
"bending". Therefore, there is no justifiable 
restrict out claim 24 because it has "removing" and 
recited in it. It appears that the examiner will 
examine class 29, subclass 825 anyway in order to 
examine claims 14, 15, 21 and 22. 
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Claims 11, 20 and 24 vary in scope, but they all relatjs 
single embodiment shown in Figs. 1-4. Thus, claims 11 
24 are but different definitions of the same disclosed 
matter, varying in breadth or scope of definitior 
examiner is requested to reconsider his restriction.
